turn" show that the imports to Great 
Britain for the nine months ending 
September 90th, have decreased by £896,- 
887, while the exports have diminished 
in the «ame period by no less than 
£18,934,601. A writer tu The London 
Morning Awt, discufdng these figures 
and the generally paralyzed conditions 
of British Industries, lays the blame en- 
tirely on Free-trade.

Berlin, Dec. 11 —The army bill was 
Introduced Saturday in the Reichstag. 
Gen. Von Raltenborn-Stachan, mlnlater 
of war, accompanied the introduction 
of the bill with a long and earnest 
speech in its support He declared that 
Germany must be prepared to enter at 
any moment into a final war, which 
would dwarf all preceding wars In the 
magnitude of the forces engaged and 
of the issues to be divided 

waa imperative that every man in 
Germany able to bears arms should be 
ready to respond when called upon. 
The bill was a measure of supreme ne- 
cessity, and demanded no sacrifice that 
the patriotism of the nation should be un- 
willing to grant, and no sacrifice greater 
than what other nations were making 
to preparation of the mighty struggle 
that might at any time begin. 

It was in obedience to the supreme 
need of preparing Germany for that 
struggle that the bill had been pre- 
pared, and the government hoped and 
expected that it would receive the sup- 
port of every one Interested in main- 
taining the integrity of the fatherland, 
and in defending those advantages 
which It had coat so much of German 
blood and German energy to obtain. 

The war minister described at length 
the details of the bill and ahowed that 
every effort has been made to make the 
burden as light aa a prudent regard for 
the security of the country and efficiency 
of the army would permit The address 
was favorably received and the utter- 
ances of Gen. Von Kaltenborn-Stachau 
in regard to the almost certainty of a 
great European war at an early date

Italians Captured and Held in Slavery 



rtev a Week of Slavery They Attempted

PiTTSTJr/ROH, Pa., Dec 18. —Some time 
ago the Keystone Employment Ageney, 
of this city, started Charles Stein with 
a gangof twenty-five Italians for Logan 
county, W. Va., to work for Thompson 
Brothers, contractors, on the Norfolk A 
Western railroad. Logan county lie* 
Along the Kentucky line and Is one oi 
the wildest parts of West Virginia. 
The country Is sparsely settled and la« 



far as Dlnnegstown on their trip 
There they stopped for food and to lo 
cate Thompson Bros. A couple of nun 
dred of colored men were camped neat 
the town. 

Stein was given something to eat but 
when he and his party tried to go on, 
they were stopped by a number of the 
colored men. Their opposers pulled re- 
era and told the Italians that the> 
would have to stop there and work o« 
be shot The foreigners had to stay 
They worked here for several days on 
the railroad and got nothing for it The 
colored men guarded them while they 
worked and even while they slept they 
were watched 

After a week of slavery Stein and 
number of his companions decided tc 
make an attempt to escape. At mld- 
nlght.while the guards slept, they stole 
away down the valley. They were pur- 
sued by the colored men with blood- 
hounds, and only made good their es- 
cape after killing the dogs and eluding 
the Negroes by hiding in the moun- 
tains 

After several days tramp the gang 
reached the Kentucky line and got to 
work in a mining camp among a lot oi 
whites and blacks. Stein was the only 
member of the party who returned to 
Pittsburgh. The others were scattered 
he knows not where Stein thinks that 
some of them were killed at Dlnnegs- 
town. He workedhls way back to Pitts 
burgh by slow stages.
